Campus.  Friends,  family  members,  and  college  patrons  have  been  instrumen- 
tal in  making  East  Mississippi  Community  College  what  it  is  today.  The 
Scooba  Campus  has  been  a  backbone  for  academic,  social,  and  athletic  suc- 
cess over  the  past  seventy-five  years, 
and  with  each  passing  decade,  life  at 
Scooba  becomes  much  more  accessible 
to  not  only  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers, but  to  the  surrounding  community 
as  well.

Scooba  has  seen  a  transformation 
over  the  last  several  years.  Construction 
and  renovation  have  been  a  constant 
since  the  inception  of  the  school  in 
1927.

In  the  words  of  Vice  President  Dr.  Ed  Davis,  "EMCC  has  been  fortunate  to 
have  a  phenomenal  rate  of  growth  over  the  past  decade.  We've  seen  millions 
dedicated  to  building  a  new  infrastructure,  and  we've  seen  enrollment  growth 
of  all  types." 

It  is  said  by  some  that  time  waits  for  no  man.  Those  people  have  not  been 
to  Scooba  Tech.  Because  here,  the  most  memorable  moments  seem  to  last 
forever,  preserved  and  protected  for  generations  to  come.

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Established  in  1972,  the  EMCC  Columbus  Air  Force  Base  extension  has 
become  a  premier  institution  in  providing  educational  and  leadership  skills  to  mili- 
tary personnel  and  civilians  alike. 

There  have  been  many  changes 
throughout  the  CAFB  campus  over  the 
past  thirty  years,  but  none  have  been  so 
challenging  or  rewarding  as  the  recent 
move  to  the  Mississippi  University  for 
Women.

In  1969,  East  Mississippi  Community  College  expanded  its  base  of 
operations  with  the  opening  of  the  Golden  Triangle  Vocational-Technical 

Center  at  Mayhew,  MS.  Located  on  82  acres 
in  the  heart  of  the  Golden  Triangle,  the  cen- 
ter was  created  to  serve  the  growing  industri- 
al population  of  Columbus,  Starkville,  and 
West  Point. 

In  August  1969,  the  center  opened  its 
doors  to  302  full  time  students  enrolled  in  11 
vocational-technical  training  programs. 
Today,  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus  operates 
as  a  comprehensive  college  campus  and 
training  center,  serving  over  2,400  students 
enrolled  in  22  career-technical  programs  as 
well  as  150  university  parallel  courses. 

The  Golden  Triangle  Campus  was  devel- 
oped on  the  foundation  of  being  industry 
driven.  In  accordance  with  that  philosophy, 
the  Center  for  Manufacturing  Technology 
Excellence  (CMTE)  opened  in  October  1998 
on  the  GT  Campus.  The  CMTE  was  estab- 
lished through  the  Partnership  for  Industry  and  Education  to  provide  work  place 
specific  education  and  technical  support  services  for  companies  to  flourish  in 
the  information  based  manufacturing  age.  The  CMTE  is  a  27,000  square  foot, 
multi-million  dollar,  state  of  the  art  training  facility  that  provides  regional  indus- 
tries with  the  requisite  training  to  maintain  a  competitive  workforce  in  a  21st 
century,  global  economy. 

Recent  developments  on  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus  include  a  new  aca- 
demic, science  and  library  building  that  opened  in  August  2002.  The  34,362 
square  foot  building  houses  eight  academic  classrooms,  a  library,  a  70-seat 
seminar  room,  and  laboratories  for  chemistry,  physics  and  biology. 

Construction  is  underway  for  a  new  student  services  building.  The  13,056 
square  foot  building  is  scheduled  to  open  in  the  spring  of  2003  and  will  house 
the  campus'  business  offices,  financial  aid  offices,  counseling  center,  and  all 
other  student  services  offices. 

"We  are  experiencing  an  exciting  time  of  growth  and  change  at  EMCC,"  says 
Dr.  Rick  Young,  Vice  President  for  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus.  "The  Golden 
Triangle  Campus  has  grown  to  a  comprehensive  educational  facility  and  the 
new  additions,  along  with  those  planned  for  the  near  future,  allow  us  to  create 
an  exciting  and  enjoyable  college  experience  for  our  students." 

In  the  years  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus  has  been  in  existence,  it  has  served 
Mississippi  and  the  nation  as  a  shining  example  of  excellence  in  career  and 
technical  education.  The  campus  provides  students  the  opportunity  to  gain  out- 
standing training  and  has  helped  the  area  maintain  a  highly  competitive  work 
force. 

"The  training  I  received  at  EMCC  was  invaluable,"  says  Jason  Pepper,  P.L.S., 
('95).  "The  skills  I  learned  in  the  drafting  and  design  program  provided  the  foun- 
dation for  my  career." 

The  moments  in  time  enjoyed  and  cherished  by  each  Golden  Triangle  patron 
have  always  been  the  driving  force  behind  the  success  and  growth  of  the  cam- 
pus. With  continued  support  of  the  dedicated  faculty,  students  and  community, 
the  Golden  Triangle  Campus  will  experience  many  more  moments  of  success  in 
the  future.

Take  a  moment  to  think  about  an  emergency  situation. 
Emergency  responders  must  get  to  the  scene  of  an  acci- 
dent quickly,  and  they  must  be  adept  at  their  work. 

The  Emergency  Medical  Technician  courses  are  designed 
to  cover  a  combination  of  subject  matter  and  experiences 
to  prepare  technicians  to  become  members  of  the  emer- 
gency health  care  team.  They  include:  Basic  EMT,  EMT 
Refresher  and  Emergency  Medical  Responder. 

The  Basic  EMT  course  prepares  the  individual  to 
respond  to  medical  emergency  calls  and  evaluate  the 
nature  of  the  emergencies,  take  appropriate  prompt  action 
to  reduce  medical  hazards,  transport  to  receiving  stations 
and  serve  as  a  technical  assistant  to  the  hospital  emer- 
gency room  staff.  Specific  course  content  is  based  upon 
National  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  National 
Standards  Curriculum. 

This  course  is  offered  on  the  Golden  Triangle  campus 
and  is  128  clock  hours  in  length.  It  is  offered  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Education,  the 
Governor's  Highway  Safety  Program,  Mississippi  State 
Department  of  Health  and  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons-Mississippi  Committee  on  Trauma. 
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The  Automotive  'logy  department 

offers  two  programs:  a  nine-month  curriculum  leading 
to  a  career  certificate  in  automotive  mechanics  and,  a 
two-year  curriculum  leading  to  an  Associate  of  Applied 
Science  degree  in  automotive  technology. 

"The  goal  of  the  Automotive  Services  Technology 
program  is  to  provide  our  students  with  the  highest 
quality  technical  training  they  can  receive,"  says 
instructor,  Grady  Graham.  "The  automotive  industry 
is  constantly  changing.  Automotive  manufacturers  cre- 
ate new  innovations  every  day.  The  automotive  pro- 
grams provide  students  with  the  technical  skills  to  be 
able  to  adapt  to  these  changes  and  maintain  a  com- 
petitive edge  in  today's  work  force." 

The  automotive  programs  provide  students  with  the 
skills  and  knowledge  to  properly  diagnose  and  repair 
late  model  vehicles,  along  with  problem  solving  tech- 
niques, as  well  as  computer  and  electronics  diagnos- 
tics. 


Students  are  taught 
in  a  well-equipped  lab 
that  utilizes  vehicles 
for  repair  procedures 
as  well  as  electronic 
diagnostics.  Practical 
experience  is  given  in 
such  areas  as  drive 
train  components,  sus- 
pension systems,  auto- 
motive transmissions,  heating  and  air  conditioning  sys- 
tems, electronic  fuel  injection,  engine  repair,  and  engine 
testing. 

"What  I  like  most  about  the  program  is  the  hands-on 
work  in  the  lab,"  says  Shane  Maness,  a  freshman  on  the 
Golden  Triangle  Campus.  "When  I  complete  the  program 
I  would  like  to  become  a  certified  mechanic  and  work  in 
a  large  dealership.  Eventually  I  would  like  to  go  back 
home  and  start  my  own  independent  shop."

There's  a  nursing 
shortage  now,  and  it's  predicted  to  become  worse. 
Fortunately,  EMCC  helps  fill  the  need  of  the  surround- 
ing cities  by  offering  a  nursing  program.  This  one  year 
program  is  a  course  of  study  designed  to  prepare 
qualified  men  and  women  to  become  Practical  Nurses. 
Upon  successfully  completing  the  program,  the  gradu- 
ate is  eligible  to  take  the  National  Council  Licensure 
Examination  for  Practical  Nurses. 

The  student  will  gain  classroom  and  laboratory 
instruction  in  such  areas  as  vocational  adjustments, 
basic  nursing  skills,  nutrition,  and  nursing.  Clinical 
experiences  are  provided  by  affiliating  hospitals  and 
other  health  care  agencies.  This  is  a  twelve-month  pro- 
gram which  begins  each  year  in  August  before  the 
regular  fall  semester  begins. 

"The  nursing  program  is  certainly  not  for  everyone, 
but  for  those  who  wish  to  go  into  the  health  care 


field,  it  is  very  reward- 
ing," says  instructor 
Karen  Parsons.  "We 
put  our  students 
through  a  rigorous 
training  program  in 
both  the  classroom 
and  the  lab.  Students 
have  the  opportunity 
to  get  on-the-job 
training  while  completing  their  clinical  rotations  in 
area  hospitals.  Our  graduates  have  the  training  and 
experience  to  be  successful  in  the  medical  field." 

"The  demand  for  nurses  is  higher  than  ever  before, 
not  only  in  Mississippi,  but  across  the  country," 
Parson  says.  "Nursing  is  a  very  demanding  field,  and 
the  nursing  program  at  EMCC  is  demanding  as  well.

The  Health  Care  Assistant  program  at  EMCC  is  a  one 
semester  course.  Six  classroom  hours  are  put  in  each  day 
until  clinical  training  begins.  Students  are  quizzed  and 
tested  on  the  information  that  they  receive  during  class- 
room hours,  then  they  have  a  chance  to  put  that  new- 
found knowledge  to  work  in  lab. 

Their  instructor,  Jennifer  Hull,  watches  carefully  while 
the  students  work  in  the  lab,  which  is  complete  with  hos- 
pital beds,  medical  equipment  and  dummies.  After  the  stu- 
dents have  had  time  to  learn  the  proper  techniques  of 
working  with  patients,  they  are  graded  on  their  work. 
After  completing  lab,  they  move  on  to  real  life  situations 
in  clinical. 

Clinical  experiences  are  provided  by  affiliating  hospitals 
and  other  health  care  agencies.  Employment  opportunities 
are  available  in  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  and  doctor's 
offices. 

"Most  people  enter  the  field  of  Health  Care  Assistant 
to  provide  quality  care  for  the  basic  need  of  the  patient," 
said  Hull.  In  that  moment  when  one  realizes  that  he  she 
wants  a  job  where  caring  counts,  HCA  is  there.

The  Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree  is  earned 
upon  successful  completion  of  a  two-year  curriculum.

Systems  Technology  program  entitles  a  student  to 
receive  an  Office  Assistant  Vocational  Certificate. 

Microcomputer  Technology  includes  software  config- 
uration, network  administration  and  systems  opera- 
tion. Program  components  include  extensive  training  in 
effective  human  relations,  oral  and  written  communica- 
tions, word  processing,  spreadsheet  applications,  data- 
base management,  and  desktop  publishing.

Although  you  may  have  considered  most  Mississippi 
forests  as  untame,  the  majority  of  lands  are  maintained  by 
dedicated  foresters.  EMCC  trains  students  in  the  art  of 
forestry  to  sustain  forests,  harvest  timber,  analyze  soils, 
and  protect  the  land  from  pests. 

The  Forestry  Technology  program  is  a  two  year  techni- 
cal program  that  produces  highly  motivated  individuals  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  forestry  industry. 

The  program  combines  lecture-based  activites  with  labo- 
ratory field  experiences,  giving  the  students  valuable 
hands-on  experience.  Many  lab  hours  are  spent  collecting, 
reserarching,  and  classifyng  data  from  different  forests  in 
the  outlying  area.  Students  gain  hands-on  experience  in  a 
variety  of  learning  opportunities  related  to  soils,  land  and 
forest  measurements,  growth  processes  of  timber  stands, 
and  tree  identification. 

Although  the  forestry  field  is  very  competitive,  forestry 
instructors  Andrew  Couch  and  Bob  Walker  teach  EMCC 
students  the  skills  that  ensure  them  a  position  in  the 
forestry  industry.

Take  a  moment  to  consider  that  the  Ophthalmics  pro- 
gram is  the  only  program  of  its  kind  in  the  state  of 
Mississippi.  This  program  teaches  students  how  to  make 
lenses,  dispense  eyeglasses,  and  sell  frames.  Students  also 
get  instruction  on  adjusting  and  repairing  eyeglasses. 

"Education  is  important  in  the  eye  care  profession," 
says  Eddie  Sciple,  the  program's  instructor. 

Sciple,  a  graduate  of  the  program,  not  only  offers  his 
students  hands  on  lab  experiences,  but  also  prepares  his 
students  to  take  a  licensing  exam.  A  graduate  who  has 
passed  the  exam  and  works  in  a  state  requiring  licensure 
can  make  in  the  $30,000  range. 

Students  receive  real-world  experience  through  a  1 0- 
week  internship  with  an  optical  lab  or  optical  dispensary. 
Graduates  of  the  program  can  work  for  an  optical  lab,  an 
eye  doctor,  independent  optician  or  as  a  salesman  for  a 
frame  or  lens  company. 

Students  interested  in  the  program  should  be  hard 
working,  dedicated,  and  friendly.  They  should  also  like  to 
work  closely  with  other  people,  since  they'll  be  helping 
customers  find  the  perfect  pair  of  eyeglasses.

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Take  a  moment  to  think  about  what  the  world 
would  be  like  without  people  to  style  hair,  paint  finger- 
nails and  toenails,  or  apply  make-up  for  a  special 
event. 

Cosmetology  is  a  three  semester  program  of  study 
which  is  designed  to  prepare  the  student  to  care  for 
and  beautify  hair,  complexions,  and  hands.  The  cur- 
riculum consists  of  a  minimum  of  1 500  contact  hours 
with  230  hours  of  theory  and  1 270  hours  of  super- 
vised skills  training  and  clinical  work.  The  ratio  of  lab- 
oratory hours  to  lecture  hours  is  3  to  I .  Students  who 
complete  the  program  will  receive  a  Vocational 
Certificate. 

The  program  is  a  1 500  hour  minimum,  ten-month 
curriculum  leading  to  a  Vocational  Certificate  in 
Cosmetology.  A  graduate,  after  satisfactory  perfor- 
mance on  the  State  Board  Examination,  is  qualified  to 
practice  as  a  licensed  cosmetologist  in  the  State  of 
Mississippi. 

Actual  experience  is  provided  in  all  areas  of  modern 
cosmetology.  Classes  are  held  from  S:00  a.m.  to  4:30 
p.m.  five  days  a  week  in  a  modern  facility  especially 


designed  for  the  pro- 
gram. 

"Our  students  are 
actually  experienced 
cosmetologists  once 
they  complete  the 
program,"  says 
instructor  Debbie 
Coker.  "In  addition  to 
classroom  and  lab 
work,  the  students 
spend  three  days  a 
week  working  with  clients.  Essentially,  the  students 
run  a  salon  on  their  own  for  three  quarters  of  their 
training." 

"I  have  always  had  an  interest  in  doing  hair,"  says 
student,  Rose  Harmon.

The 
curriculum  provides  students  with  the  necessary  exposure 
to  a  wide  variety  of  classes  and  lab  environments  that  will 
be  beneficial  to  them  after  completing  their  Associates  of 
Applied  Science  degree  in  Local  Area  Network 
Technology. 

East  Mississippi  Community  College  Golden  Triangle 
Campus's  LAN  curriculum  is  honored  to  also  be  a  Cisco® 
Local  Academy.  Students  will  take  a  four  semester  pro- 
gram as  part  of  the  LAN  curriculum  which  will  teach  them 
the  principles  of  designing,  building,  and  maintaining  net- 
works. Upon  successful  completion  of  these  four  classes, 
a  participant  will  be  able  to  register  for  the  certification 
test  for  the  Cisco®  Certified  Network  Associate  (CCNA).

The  Drafting  and  Design  Technology  curriculum  at 
East  Mississippi  Community  College  prepares  students 
for  employment  in  the  field  of  technical  graphical  rep- 
resentation. The  classroom  training  provides  a  sound 
foundation  in  the  basics  of  drafting  practice  and  is 
closely  related  to  actual  industry  standards. 

Students  gain  practical  experience  in  the  use  of 
drafting  equipment,  geometric  construction,  ortho- 
graphic projection,  and  3-D  drawings. 

Students  learn  to  apply  drafting  procedures  to  the 
development  of  floor  plans,  elevations,  sectional  draw- 
ings, electrical,  site  layouts,  plot  plans,  and  landscape 
plans.

The  Electrical  Technology  Department  offers  both  a 
one-year  Vocational  Certificate  option  and  a  two-year 
Associate  of  Applied  Science  Degree  option. 

The  one-year  program  is  two  semesters  in  length  and 
prepares  graduates  to  become  employed  in  residential, 
commercial,  and  industrial  electricity  settings.  Graduates 
of  the  program  will  possess  the  knowledge  and  skills  nec- 
essary to  plan,  install,  maintain,  and  troubleshoot  various 
electrical  systems.  Students  will  study  such  topics  as  blue- 
print reading,  residential/commercial  industrial  wiring,  job 
cost  estimation,  motor  maintenance  and  trouble  shooting, 
and  programmable  logic  controllers. 

The  two-year  program  provides  students  with  more  in 
depth  training  in  all  aspects  of  the  electrical  field. 
Additional  instruction  is  provided  in  the  areas  of  instru- 
mentation, solid-state  motor  control,  and  digital  electron- 
ics. In  both  the  one-year  and  two-year  programs,  heavy 
emphasis  is  placed  on  "Learning  by  Doing."  For  every  one 
hour  of  lecture,  the  students  receive  two  hours  of  labora- 
tory training. 
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Take  a  moment  to  recreate  the  scene  of  a  fancy 
restaurant.  How  was  the  overall  quality  of  the  restau- 
rant? Much  of  the  experience  at  a  restaurant  is  owed 
to  the  manager.  The  Hotel  and  Restaurant 
Management  Technology  program  at  EMCC  is 
designed  to  provide  specialized  occupational  instruc- 
tion in  all  phases  of  hotel  and  restaurant  management. 
The  program  prepares  students  for  careers  as  man- 
agers/supervisors in  the  hospitality  and  tourism  indus- 
try. Completion  of  the  two-year  program  leads  to  an 
Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree. 

This  program  targets  the  needs  of  entering  students 
who  want  to  develop  the  skills  required  for  entry  jobs 
at  the  mid-management  level  in  the  hospitality  industry 
and  individuals  already  employed  in  the  industry  who 
need  additional  competence  for  possible  advancement. 

Courses  cover  phases  of  food  safety,  sanitation, 
selection,  production  and  handling,  as  well  as  aspects 
of  the  common  practices  and  management  principles  of 
the  hospitality  industry.  Classes  present  a  systematic 
approach  to  the  flow  of  business  through  a  hotel 


beginning  with  the 
reservation  process 
and  ending  with  the 
night  audit.  Texts 
include  computer 
applications  and  use  of 
the  technology. 

Additional  emphasis 
is  placed  on  nutrition 
and  meeting  the  needs 
of  customers,  stu- 
dents, and  clients  in 

the  hospitality  industry,  as  well  as  institutions  such  as 
nursing  homes,  schools  and  hospitals. 

"Our  students  work  closely  with  area  leaders  in  the 
industry  through  Delta  Epsilon  Chi,  the  Mississippi 
Restaurant  Association,  the  Mississippi  Hotel  and 
Motel  Association,  and  others,"  says  instructor  Linda 
Farrar.  "Students  who  pass  national  certification  exams 
receive  certificates  in  designated  areas  which  are  rec- 
ognized worldwide."

The  Electronics  Technology  Program  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity to  obtain  a  broad  electronics  base  and  is  designed 
to  prepare  the  graduate  for  employment  in  all  areas  of 
electronics.  The  program  offers  a  coverage  of  electronic 
studies  including  analog  electronics,  digital  electronics, 
communications,  microprocessors,  and  industrial  electron- 
ics. 

The  electronics  laboratories  are  equipped  with  modern 
test  equipment,  components,  and  training  devices  which 
enhance  the  development  of  technical  skills  and  compe- 
tence in  the  use  of  test  equipment.  Laboratory  exercises 
are  used  to  provide  the  student  with  practical  experience 
and  to  demonstrate  electronics  in  practice.

Automation  and  Control  Technology  at  EMCC  is  an 
instructional  program  that  provides  students  with  the 
technical  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  for  gaining 
employment  as  an  automated  manufacturing  systems 
technician  in  maintenance  diagnostics,  engineering,  or 
production  in  an  automated  manufacturing  environ- 
ment. The  focus  of  the  program  is  on  electricity/elec- 
tronics, fluid  power,  motors  and  controllers,  program- 
mable controls,  interfacing  techniques,  instrumenta- 
tion, and  automated  processes. 

The  curriculum  is  designed  as  a  two-year  technical 
program.  The  Associate  of  Applied  Science  in 
Automation  and  Control  Technology  is  awarded  at  the 
culmination  of  a  minimum  of  64  semester  hours  of 
study. 

Graduates  of  the  A  and  C  program  will  be  qualified 
to  seek  employment  as  entry  level  electronics,  instru- 
mentation, robotics,  automation,  and  maintenance 


technicians.  Students 
who  graduate  from 
the  program  will  also 
be  better  prepared  to 
continue  their  educa- 
tion in  advanced  engi- 
neering related  fields. 
"As  today's  econo- 
my continues  to 
evolve,  businesses  and 
industries  must  adopt 
new  practices  and 
processes  in  order  to  survive,"  says  instructor  Emmitt 
Farrar.  "This  program  is  highly  adaptive  in  that  stu- 
dents receive  training  in  a  wide  variety  of  technical 
and  engineering  related  programs.

Without  their  skills  in  lathe  and  machine  operations,  as 
well  as  computer  operations,  we  wouldn't  have  many 
items  we  enjoy  today. 

The  machinist  course  is  a  one  or  two-year  vocational 
program.  The  first  year  of  the  course  consists  of  hands-on 
operation  of  machine  shop  equipment  and  classroom  theo- 
ry covering  such  areas  as  safety,  blueprint  reading,  lathe 
and  milling  machine  operation,  and  shop  math.  In  the  sec- 
ond year  of  study,  the  student  learns  the  theory  and  oper- 
ation of  basic  Computer  Numerical  Control  (CNC)  equip- 
ment, metallurgy,  and  production  methods,  along  with  the 
development  of  more  advanced  hands-on  skills. 

In  the  two-year  program,  the  students  perform  bench 
work,  develop  hand  tool  skills,  and  learn  applied  applica- 
tions of  blueprint  reading  and  shop  math.  Students  also 
learn  the  operation  of  the  lathe,  the  vertical  and  horizon- 
tal milling  machines,  the  drill  presses,  band  saws,  and  cut- 
off saws.  Emphasis  is  also  placed  on  programming  and 
operating  the  Computer  Numerical  Control  lathe  and  the 
Computer  Numerical  Control  milling  machine,  as  well  as 
the  heat  treatment  of  metals,  metallurgy  and  precision 
grinding.

Without  these  leaders  to  guide  the  organizations,  chaos 
would  be  the  norm. 

Supervision  Management  Technology  is  a  two-year  cur- 
riculum offered  on  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus.  The  pro- 
gram is  offered  as  part  of  EMCC's  evening  course  offer- 
ings. 

The  Supervision  program  leads  to  an  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  degree.  The  sixty-six  credit  hours  required 
are  designed  for  adults  wishing  to  qualify  or  become  bet- 
ter qualified  for  management  and  supervisory  positions  in 
business,  industry,  and  government. 

Classes  are  offered  in  an  intensive  format  with  a  new 
class  beginning  every  eight  weeks.

ence in  today's  workforce  prior  to  taking  this  program," 
says  instructor  Ben  Murphy.

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Take  a  moment  to  think  about  the  necessity  for 
well-educated,  experienced  and  safety-conscious  truck 
drivers  to  ship  the  nation's  goods.  Students  in  the 
EMCC  truck  driving  program  are  trained  to  meet 
those  standards. 

The  Commercial  Truck  Driving  Program  is  an  eight 
week  program  which  prepares  graduates  to  enter  the 
commercial  truck  driving  industry  as  an  over-the-road 
driver.  This  program  is  a  combination  of  classroom, 
lab,  and  actual  road  driving  for  students.  The  course 
covers  such  areas  as  safety,  DOT  rules  and  regula- 
tions, proper  shifting  techniques,  pre-trip  inspections, 
map  reading,  log  books,  handling  of  paperwork,  cargo 
handling,  two-lane  driving,  four-lane  driving,  night  dri- 
ving and  metro  driving.  They  also  are  trained  to  drive 
conventional  and  cabover  tractors  while  pulling  loaded 
and  empty  vans  and  flatbed  trailers. 

This  program  places  great  emphasis  on  preparing 
students  for  today's  truck  driving  industry,  which 
requires  them  to  be  prepared  and  well-trained  to  meet 
the  increased  demands  of  the  modern  and  competitive 
transportation  industry.  New  Federal  laws  such  as  the 


C.D.L.  license  will  aid 
in  the  process  of 
"weeding  out"  drivers 
with  poor  safety 
records.  Trucking 
companies  will  be  will- 
ing to  offer  increased 
driver  benefits  and 
pay  to  keep  good  dri- 
vers. Modern,  well- 
equipped  trucks  with 
such  options  as  air 
conditioning,  air-ride 

suspension,  air-ride  cabs  and  satellite  communications 
are  definitely  the  wave  of  the  future  in  driver  conve- 
nience and  comfort. 

"Our  students  go  through  a  rigorous  and  fast  paced 
schedule,"  says  instructor  Bob  Weining.  "With  the 
addition  of  our  l-Sim  shifting  simulator  we  have  been 
able  to  improve  on  student  training  time  immensely. 
The  simulator  allows  students  to  gain  high  proficiency 
while  training  on  a  variety  of  different  transmissions."

The  Welding  and  Fabricating  program  prepares  gradu- 
ates to  enter  the  job  market  in  many  different  areas. 
Welding  is  utilized  in  manufacturing,  structural  construc- 
tion, pipeline  construction,  custom  job  shops,  and  as  an 
integral  part  of  many  businesses.  In  this  program,  stu- 
dents learn  safety  in  all  aspects  of  welding  and  fabrica- 
tion. They  are  taught  the  correct  methods  of  welding,  arc 
welding,  mig  welding,  tig  welding,  brazing  and  use  of  the 
acetylene  cutting  torch. 

Components  of  fabrication  utilizing  the  shear  and  brake 
will  be  a  part  of  the  curriculum.  Emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  safety  in  the  work  place,  relationships  with  others  on 
the  job,  and  the  importance  of  regular  and  timely  atten- 
dance on  the  job. 

"We  are  fortunate  to  be  located  in  an  industrial  setting 
such  as  the  Golden  Triangle.  There  are  plenty  of  career 
opportunities  for  graduates  of  our  program,"  says  instruc- 
tor, Gary  Gammill.  "The  program  was  expanded  this  year 
in  order  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  industries  in  our  area. 
It's  our  goal  to  provide  these  industries  with  the  most  effi- 
cient, professional  welders  they  can  find." 
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New  to  the  Golden  Triangle  campus,  Industrial 
Maintenance  Technology  is  a  two-year  program  designed 
to  provide  manufacturing  personnel,  or  persons  desiring 
to  be  in  manufacturing,  an  opportunity 
to  develop  their  technical  and  interpersonal  skills. 
Students  in  the  IMT  program  receive  an  introduction  to 
communications,  mathematics,  science  and  computers 
and  study  electrical,  mechanical  and  environmental  funda- 
mentals. 

Each  student  works  with  an  advisor  to  select  1 2  credit 
hours  of  advanced  technical  course  work  best  suited  for 
his/her  career  advancement.  These  1 1  hours  will  be 
approved  based  upon  the  student's  interest  and  upon  the 
fact  that  the  courses  build  the  student's  expertise  in  a  spe- 
cific technical  area,  industrial  automation  or  quality  con- 
trol. 

"Through  support  from  TVA,  the  Industrial 
Maintenance  program  was  developed  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  industries  in  the  Golden  Triangle  area  and  the 


Southeast,"  says 
instructor  Mike 
McCullough.  "Students 
receive  training  in  a 
multitude  of  academic 
and  technical  subjects 
because  that's  what 
today's  industries  want. 
More  and  more  indus- 
tries are  looking  for  Mike  McCullough 
employees  with  the  ability  to  handle  numerous  technical 
tasks.  Our  program  goal  is  to  train  technicians  who  will 
be  proficient  in  a  number  of  different  industrial  areas." 

"I  enrolled  in  the  IMT  program  after  talking  to  a  friend 
of  mine  who  is  an  instructor  at  EMCC,"  says  student, 
Amy  Willis.  "I've  been  amazed  at  all  the  different  things 
we  are  learning  in  the  program.

Earl  Oliv    ^? 

Taking  a  moment  to  remember 

EMCC  lost  a  good  instructor  and  a  good  friend  on  July 
2,  when  Earl  Oliver,  automechanics  instructor  for  the 
Scooba  Campus,  passed  away  on  his  property.  He  was  55 
years  old. 

Oliver  was  a  graduate  of  Spencer  High  School.  He 
received  an  A. A.  from  Harris  Junior  College  in  Meridian, 
and  a  B.A.  in  automechanics  from  Mississippi  Valley  State. 
Before  joining  EMCC,  he  worked  at  the  Chevrolet 
Dealership,  the  Toyota  Dealership,  and  Dee's  Automotive, 
all  in  Meridian.  While  at  Toyota,  he  often  traveled  to 
Houston,  Texas  to  train  and  teach  others  his  craft.  He 
received  recognition  from  the  Toyota  Motor  Corporation  as 
a  master  certified  technician,  and  received  numerous 
awards. 

He  came  to  EMCC  in  1 992,  where  he  taught  hundreds 
of  students  the  art  of  automechanics,  and  became  a  legend 
for  his  automotive  skills.  He  took  a  nationally  known  seven 
part  test  in  one  sitting  and  passed  all  parts.  That  test,  the 
American  Standard  Excellence  test,  made  him  a  master 
mechanic,  and  he  shared  his  knowledge  with  his  students. 

"Earl  was  a  walking  dictionary  of  automotive  knowl- 
edge," said  Ed  Nave,  Career  Tech  Counselor  and  a  child- 
hood friend  of  Oliver's.  "You  couldn't  pay  him  for  his 
work;  you  could  offer  him  money,  but  he  wouldn't  take  it. 
He  would  come  back  after  hours  to  work  on  the  college 
employees'  cars." 

A  member  of  Union  Baptist  Church  of  Scooba,  Oliver  is 
survived  by  his  mother  and  five  sisters.  He  is  the  son  of 
Aretha  Oliver  and  Melvin  Oliver  (deceased).  His  sisters 
include  Arthurine  Vaughn  (Celois)  of  Meridian,  Catherine 
Woods  (Johnny)  of  Scooba,  Patricia  Oliver  of  Scooba, 
Vernetta  Little  (Johnny)  of  Florissant,  Mo.,  and  Dianna 
Oliver  of  Meridian. 

In  the  program  for  his  funeral,  his  family  wrote  that 
Oliver  "rendered  his  services  to  his  many  friends  in  the 
community  by  freely  giving  of  his  time  and  expertise.  There 
were  always  people  calling  and  stopping  by  his  mother's 
looking  for  Earl,  the  Master  Mechanic."

Dr.  Davis  is  known  as  the  president  who  brought  EMCC  from  the 
brink  of  closure  to  its  current  status  as  the  fastest  growing  community 
college  in  the  state. 

Dr.  Davis  attended  EJVICC  in  the  early  1 950s  on  a  football  scholar- 
ship and  graduated  with  an  associate  degree.  Before  returning  to  EMCC 
as  president  in  1 990,  he  held  various  leadership  positions  in  coaching, 
teaching,  and  administration.  Since  he  became  president,  the  college's 
enrollment  has  more  than  tripled,  and  the  campuses  are  experiencing 
tremendous  growth. 

As  president  of  EMCC,  much  of  his  time  is  spent  attending  various 
meetings,  legislative  sessions,  and  providing  information  to  legislators 
and  state  officials  on  the  needs  of  junior/community  colleges.  This  point 
in  time  is  very  crucial,  as  education  in  Mississippi  has  suffered  from 
budget  cuts  for  several  years  in  a  row.  When  on  campus,  Dr.  Davis  has 
an  open  door  policy  to  students  and  faculty,  and  he  has  helped  with 
numerous  problems  brought  to  his  attention. 

Dr.  Davis  is  married  to  Rita  Chatham  Davis.  Together,  they  open 
their  home  for  the  Beauty  and  Beau  pageant  judges'  dinner,  PTK  induc- 
tion reception,  Homecoming  reception,  Christmas  dinners,  as  well  as 
other  occasions. 

A  dedicated  alumnus  and  leader  of  the  college,  Dr.  Davis  has  been 
instrumental  in  making  EMCC  the  success  that  it  is  today.

EARLY  EMCC 
RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Many  East  Mississippi  Community  College  students  complain  daily 
regarding  the  rules  for  dorm  room  visitation,  but  the  students  of  today's 
world  cannot  even  comprehend  exactly  how  strict  the  rules  once  were. 

There  were  many  safeguards  for  women  in  the  early  days  of  EMCC. 
For  instance,  a  female  student  could  not  leave  campus  to  visit  friends, 
family,  or  other  acquaintances  without  a  standard  'Parents'  Permission 
Sheet'  mailed  directly  to  the  Dean  of  Women.  Women  students  could 
observe  social  hours  with  boys  only  on  the  campus  and  in  the  Student 
Center  between  breakfast  and  the  evening  meal.  Social  hours  at  night 
were  observed  in  the  lobby  of  the  girls'  dormitory  or  in  the  Student 
Center. 

Female  students  also  were  allowed  to  go  in  groups  to  Briggs'  (one  of 
EMCC's  local  eateries)  in  the  afternoon,  provided  they  had  parents'  per- 
mission and  returned  by  5:30  p.m.  They  could  date  on  Tuesday  nights 
with  consent  as  well,  but  they  had  to  be  back  in  the  dormitory  by  1 1 
p.m.  All  students  had  to  be  quiet  during  study  hours,  which  were  8  p.m. 
until  10  p.m.,  and  two  couples  were  required  to  go  out  on  a  date.  No 
couples  were  to  be  seen  sitting  alone  in  cars  parked  around  campus. 

The  social  practices  did  not  change  in  the  late  seventies  or  early  eight- 
ies. Boys  were  not  allowed  in  the  girls'  dorm,  but  a  boy  could  sit  on  the 
porch  of  the  girls'  dorm  if  a  girl  wanted  to  see  him.  Even  the  boys  who 
were  courting  certain  young  ladies  had  to  sit  across  the  street  and  stare 
longingly  at  the  dorm  until  nightfall,  when  all  were  required  to  be 
indoors. 

So,  as  you  can  see,  we  sliouid  not  complain  too  much  about  the  strict 
rules  here  on  the  present  EMCC  campus.  Without  a  doubt,  the  situtation 
could  be  a  whole  lot  worse

EMCC  Organizations: 
A  Lasting  Tradition 

The  many  organizations  found  on  the  East  Mississippi  Community  College  campuses 
have  changed  drastically  in  the  school's  three-quarter  century  run.  Many  clubs  that  were 
founded  in  the  years  immediately  following  the  college's  inception  still  are  in  operation 
today;  however,  there  are  some  that  have  fallen  by  the  wayside. 

Two  such  organizations  are  The  l-Tappa-Keg  Club  and  The  Bird  Club.  These  two  very 
interesting  endeavors  were  both  begun  around  1 940,  and  both  required  certain  tastes 
for  the  interests  involved.  The  bird  club,  of  course,  was  exclusively  for  those  members  of 
the  EMCC  population  that  loved  to  experience  the  joys  of  some  of  God's  greatest  crea- 
tures, the  birds.  The  l-Tappa-Keg  Club  held  the  same  principles,  but  their  goals  were 
slightly  different  than  those  of  the  other  clubs  of  the  times.  I-Tappa  was  founded  by  stu- 
dents from  states  other  than  Mississippi  who  decided  they  needed  to  become  better 
acquainted  by  forming  a  club  or  organization.  Those  enrolled  were  originally  from 
Alabama,  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Florida,  and  Illinois,  but  it  is  rumored  that  once  they  expe- 
rienced party  life  at  EMCC,  they  decided  to  never  go  home. 

The  organizations  of  today  have  changed  quite  dramatically.  As  with  previous  decades, 
the  EMCC  Scooba  campus  supports  a  drama  club,  which  promotes  the  intricacies  of  act- 
ing and  the  theater.  Some  of  the  other  popular  clubs  of  today,  such  as  the  Student 
Christian  Fellowship,  Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes,  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  the  Yearbook 
Staff,  and  the  Newspaper  Staff  all  have  histories  rich  in  achievement  and  honor,  but 
some,  such  as  the  Creative  Arts  Club,  are  only  seeing  their  first  few  years  of  existence. 

One  organization  that  deserves  recognition  is  the  Korean  Veterans  Club.  This  organi- 
zation was  started  to  recognize  those  individuals  who  served  in  the  Korean  conflict.  War 
veterans  were  treated  with  the  utmost  respect,  and  many  were  even  allowed  to  attend 
EMCC  for  free  out  of  respect  for  their  service  to  our  country. 

The  organizations  of  East  Mississippi  Community  College  have  always  been  a  staple  of 
success  and  servitude,  and  they  all  only  get  better  with  age.

THE  GREATEST  COACH 
THERE  EVER  WAS 

During  the  1 950's,  East  Mississippi  Community  College  hired  a  man 
named  Robert  Sullivan  to  lead  its  football  program.  Little  did  anyone  know 
that  in  a  few  years'  time,  a  team  that  had  little  or  no  luck  at  winning  a 
game  would  put  the  small  Kemper  County  town  of  Scooba  on  the  map. 

Sullivan  was  a  fierce  competitor  and  never  took  the  easy  way  out.  It  was 
that  fiery  spirit  that  earned  him  the  nicknames  of  "Bull"  and  "Cyclone." 
Sullivan's  technique  of  coaching  was  against  the  norm,  but  it  worked.  In 
an  attempt  to  better  prepare  his  team  for  goal  line  situations,  he  once 
placed  a  football  one  yard  out  from  a  pond.  He  then  put  his  offense  on  the 
ball  and  his  defense  in  the  water  to  practice  stances.  Following  the  prac- 
tice, Sullivan  made  the  team  run  through  the  pond. 

Despite  coming  across  as  a  mean  and  tough  coach,  deep  down,  Sullivan 
was  a  man  of  heart.  He  and  his  family  took  care  of  the  football  boys  that 
came  through  his  program.  He  not  only  taught  them  football,  he  taught 
them  about  life.  Sullivan  would  give  any  of  "his  boys"  the  shirt  off  his  back 
if  they  needed  it.  He  also  taught  anthropology  at  the  school. 

The  jerseys  that  the  EMCC  football  teams  wear  today  were  designed  by 
Sullivan.  The  five  stars  are  believed  to  be  in  memory  of  five  fallen 
comrades  he  fought  with  at  Okinawa.  The  white  star  on  the  left  shoulder 
was  added  by  EMCC  years  later  in  honor  of  Coach  Sullivan. 

It  was  was  once  said  that  the  only  man  legendary  University  of  Alabama 
and  Texas  ASM  coach  Paul  "Bear"  Bryant  feared  was  Sullivan.  People 
believe  it,  too.  In  1984,  Sports  Illustrated  featured  Coach  Sullivan  in  a 
cover  story.  They  dubbed  him  "The  Greatest  Coach  There  Ever  Was." 
Without  a  doubt,  they  were  right.

Gilbert  Anderson  hall: 
Half  a  Century  of  changes 

One  of  the  most  obvious  examples  of  progress  on  the  East  Mississippi  Community 
College  campus  is  Gilbert  Anderson  Hall.  Gilbert  Anderson  serves  as  the  Scooba  campus' 
female  dorm  facility.  The  building  was  built  in  the  year  1930  and  was  originally  named 
after  Dr.  Gilbert,  an  early  EMCC  board  of  trustees  chairman  who  helped  raise  money  for 
the  building  and  who  was  a  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Scooba  sanitarium,  which  stood 
where  the  campus  fieldhouse  now  stands. 

In  1 983,  tragedy  struck,  and  Gilbert  Hall  was  destroyed  by  fire  with  the  exception  of 
a  newly  built  addition  that  had  been  constructed  just  a  few  years  before.  A  new  women's 
dorm  was  built  around  the  remaining  wing,  and  the  new  dorm  opened  in  the  fall  of  1 984 
with  a  new  name,  Gilbert-Anderson  Hall.  The  name  Anderson  was  added  in  honor  of 
"Miss  Annie"  Anderson,  a  dorm  mother  who  served  EMJC  for  nearly  twenty  years.  Miss 
Anderson,  the  dean  of  women,  was  remembered  as  being  very  strict  but  fair,  and  was  an 
avid  flower  lover.  She  worked  diligently  with  the  flower  beds  around  the  old  dormitory 
and  had  flowers  surrounding  the  courtyard  behind  the  old  dorm. 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  the  1 983  edition  of  The  Lion  yearbook.  This  edition 
was  dedicated  to  Gilbert  Hall,  and  the  text  demonstrates  the  feelings  that  area  students 
and  residents  had  for  the  place.  "History  is  captured  in  moments.  Those  histories  that 
are  the  most  important  are  reflected  in  the  special  memories  that  can  only  be  expressed 
in  one's  thoughts.  Such  is  the  history  created  by  Gilbert  Hall,  the  stately  lady.  The  lives 
touched  by  the  many  moments  in  her  lifespan  are  recorded  in  her  own  special  history. 
From  the  ruins  of  Gilbert  Hall  emerges  her  unnamed  successor.  May  she  begin  to  create 
her  own  memories." 

Today,  Gilbert  Anderson  is  one  of  the  most  personable  buildings  on  campus. 
Renovations  and  improvements  are  made  periodically,  but  the  overall  infrastructure  has 
remained  the  same.  Gilbert  Anderson,  just  like  EMCC  as  a  whole,  is  a  home  away  from 
home.

School  Spirit: 
The  Torch  Versus  the  Drum 

There  has  always  been  a  loyalty  for  EMCC  sports,  and  student  loyalty  was  displayed 
strongly  in  the  1 960's  and  70's.  Former  student  Larry  Salter  recalled  stories  of  the  rival- 
ry between  EMCC  and  East  Central  Community  College.  In  the  1 960's,  EMCC  had  a 
torch  that  would  be  lit  on  Monday  of  homecoming  week.  This  torch,  which  was  placed 
between  the  football  dorms  and  the  library,  was  guarded  by  freshman  boys  around  the 
clock  from  ECCC  students.  The  boys  would  bring  their  mattresses  from  their  dorm  rooms 
and  put  them  in  a  circle  around  the  torch.  There  they  would  sleep  until  their  replacements 
came  for  the  next  watch.  More  than  once,  ECCC  boys  swarmed  the  campus  and  tried  to 
take  the  torch.  Very  rarely  were  they  successful. 

East  Central  Community  College  had  an  item  of  interest  as  well.  ECCC  had  a  large 
band  drum  that  served  as  EMCC's  yearly  conquest.  On  one  such  occasion,  the  EMCC 
boys  were  caught  stealing  the  drum  by  the  Decatur  police  department.  The  police  let 
them  go  on  the  condition  that  the  boys  write  down  their  names  and  information,  with 
the  understanding  that  the  police  would  be  visiting  the  EMCC  campus  the  next  day  to 
talk  to  the  EMCC  administration.  The  next  day,  the  police  gave  the  list  of  names  to 
EMCC's  president.  The  list  was  not  the  names  of  the  boys  at  all.  It  instead  listed  the 
names  of  the  EMCC  president,  vice-president,  male  administrators  and  male  faculty. 

On  another  notable  occasion,  the  EMCC  boys  obtained  the  drum  and  drove  through 
the  EMCC  campus  at  2  a.m.,  banging  it.  This  noise  woke  many  students,  the  football 
players  opened  their  windows  and  cheered,  and  there  was  much  celebration.  Then,  Coach 
"Bull"  Sullivan  drove  up,  and  the  crowd  hushed.  The  young  man  who  had  been  banging 
the  drum  said,  "Coach,  we  got  their  drum,"  to  which  Coach  Sullivan  replied,  "I  see  that. 
How  about  not  banging  it  so  loud?  My  players  need  some  sleep."  When  he  drove  away, 
and  the  students  realized  they  were  not  in  trouble,  the  boys  shared  a  bigger  cheer. 

As  you  can  see,  EMCC  has  had  many  interesting  rituals,  but  anything  goes  when  the 
realm  of  sports  is  involved.
